Since they will have five 
junior highs in Abilene next 
year they will be able to carry 
out a sports program without 
making so many road trips. 
They will play Stamford as 
their only out of town game. 
Although the smaller towns 
have to go out of town for 
their games I don’t believe it 
is of benefit to anyone to start 
before the eighth grade. Boys 
younger than this do not need 
to be out of town on a school 
night. During basketball this 
year our seventh and eighth 
graders played two games a 
week—one here and one away. 
Some people seem to think 
that you must start early to 
have a winning team. but this 
isn’t 
necessarily 
so 
since 
many schools including Stam ­ 
ford start competition in the 
eighth grade. And even if this 
were true how important is 
winning? 
In this month’* “Interscho­ 
lastic Leaguer," the publica­ 
tion of the Texas Interscho­ 
lastic League, Dr. R.hea H. 
Williams in his column “Post­ 
scripts on Athletics’’ d is c u s s 
the problems of 
elementary 
and junior high sports pro­ 
grams. 
In his column he brings out 
the physical dangers of start­ 
ing competition too soon. 
In regard to a junior high 
program he says “ Junior high 
school 
football is sanctioned 
by many state associations at 
the present time on a limited 
basis. A limited football in­ 
terschool program for eighth 
and ninth grade students in 
junior 
high 
school 
can 
be 
justified on 
an 
educational 
basis provided it is properly 
directed. If games are played 
in six-minute quarters with 
rules 
to 
regulate 
size 
and 
weight of participants, with 
no more than six games per 
season and similar safeguards, 
interschool 
football 
on 
the 
junior high school level can 
meet the qualification of edu­ 
cational experiences for the 
adolescent boy/’

Editor's note: 
This is the 
tirst in a series of pre-Easter 
articles released by the World 
Book Encyclopedia. 
The Easter season actually 
open weeks before the joyful 
Sunday that marks the resur­ 
rect ion. 
On Ash Wednesday many 
Christians begin a time of fast 
and prayer called Lent. The 
term comes from the Old En­ 
glish word Lncten, meaning 
springtime, according to Mrs. 
Francine Klagsburn, religioun 
editor of World Book Ency­ 
clopedia. Early Christians in 
Rhome held 
a 
40-hour 
fast 
and vigil in remembrance of 
Christ’s rest in the grave. But 
the period was later extended 
to the 40-day I^ent, probably 
as a reminder of the 40 days 
Christ fasted in the wilder­ 
ness. 
In anticipation of this so­ 
lemn season, Christians 
in 
many parts of the world cele­ 
brate with carnivals. In New 
Orleans, 
for 
example 
the 
season of carnival, or farewell 
to the flesh, lasts from about 
January 6 to Shrove Tuesday, 
which is Mardi Gras Day. The 
French 
named 
the 
holiday 
Mardi Gras, or fat Tuesday, 
after the custom of parading 
a fat ox through 
the streets 
of Paris on Shrove Tuesday. 


The day is also known as 
Pancake Day, and every year 
the women of Olney, England, 
and Liberal, Kansas, compete 
in a pancake race. 
The next day is Ash Wed­ 
nesday when the priest marks 
a cross on the forehead of the 
devout with ashes. Since Bib­ 
lical timqs, sprinkling oneself 
with ashes has expressed sor­ 
row. 
The last week of Lent is 
Holy week. 
It 
begins 
with 
Palm Sunday, named for the 
polms that lined Christ’s path 
as He made a triumphant en­ 
try into Jerusalem. The palms 
exhibited on this day are lat­ 
er burned and the ashes are 
used for A,sh Wednesday of 
the following year. 
Maundy Thursday commem­ 
orates the 
Kist Supper and 
the time when Jes us washed 
the feet of his disciples a$ a 
token of brotherly love. At 
one time, the king or emperor 
of Austria, 
Russia. Portugal 
and Spain would wash 
the 
feet of 12 poor persons. 
Good Friday is a day of 
mourning as the anniversary 
of Christ's death on the cross, 
while Holy Saturday is spent 
in 
anticipation. 
Then. 
at 
dawn, comes 
Easter Sunday 
i and the happy celebration of 
1 the resurrection.
